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A Greenbelt Profile 


Councilmember Thomas X. White

Twenty-six years is the longest 
time anyone has served on the 
Greenbelt City Council. That is 
exactly how long Thomas X. 
White has occupied his seat on 
that five-member body. Is he 
tired of public service? Burned 
out? “Not a bit,’ he emphati- 
cally exclaims. “I still enjoy it.” 
Has-he mellowed? Changed? 
Yes, he admits. 

Known as an habitual dis- 
senter on the city council in the 
1970s and 1980s, his was often 
the lone vote against some issue 
in many 4-1 decisions. Now, he 
says, he has matured, moderated, 
evolved. “I’ve learned how to 
get things done,” he acknowl- 
edges. It takes three votes to 
win or lose on an issue, and he 
says he is more willing to do 
what is necessary to reach con- 
sensus On important matters. “To 
be effective, you have to work 
with the majority,” he states. 

First elected in 1973, White 
has had a sometimes stormy, 
sometimes amicable relationship 
with his fellow council members. 
He describes the current council 
as “the best I have served with 
because council members are 
more interested in evaluating is- 


Court Lets 
Impacts of

It is not yet clear whether the 
City of Greenbelt has won a 
skirmish or a significant victory 
in its court battle with the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). The city has sued 
USDA over environmental stud- 
ies related to the building of the 
USDA headquarters facility on 
Sunnyside Road. In December, 
USDA asked the U.S. District 
Court to remand the record (send 
the court case back) to USDA so 
that it can “reconsider the 
planned road modifications” and 
issue a new National Environ- 
mental Protection Act (NEPA) 
determination of the environmen- 
tal impacts. USDA also agreed 
to delay all road improvements 
and conceded that the wetlands 
permit may have to be reviewed 
or amended on the basis of the 
NEPA review. 

In a press release issued by 
the city, Mayor Judith Davis is 
quoted as saying, “We feel vindi- 
cated that USDA is now going to 
comply with NEPA. . That further 
analysis is required confirms 
what we have been saying all 
along regarding the agencies’ re- 
sponsibility to at the very least 
abide by the same standards as 
everyone else.” 

History 

The city has long criticized as 
piecemeal the approach taken by 
USDA in making environmental 
assessments for the construction 
of its headquarters facility com- 
pleted in 1998- USDA did not

on airing political or personal dif- 
ferences. 

White and his wife, Helen, 
and two children came to 
Greenbelt in 1959. He was just 
out of the Navy and planned to 
complete his college education at 
the University of Maryland. He 
received a degree in microbiology 
in three years. 

It didn’t take long for the es- 
tablishment to come knocking on 
his door, literally. . First, there 
was the fund drive for the St. 
Hugh’s Church building. Then 
the Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) 


include the road improvements 
that would be needed to serve 
the new facility in the initial as- 
sessment. The city claims that 
USDA, by not considering the 
cumulative impact of all the 
projects planned relating to this 
facility, failed to do what every 
developer is required to do in 
making an environmental assess- 
ment. At a press conference 
held on February 3, Davis noted 
all the hoops the city had to 
jump through and mitigation re- 
quired in order to get approval 
for the construction of 
Greenbrook Lake at Schrom 
Hills Park and contended that 
USDA should be held to the 
same high standards. 

According to the attorney for 
the city, Lawrence R. Liebesman, 
USDA selected the Sunnyside 
site and conducted an improper 
environmental assessment. The 
department indicated that no wet- 
lands would be impacted by 
building on the site but indicated 
road improvements would be 
needed. In 1996, it widened 
Sunnyside Avenue to four lanes 


from US | to the facility. It - | 


then proceeded to push for 
Edmonston Road (Kenilworth 
Avenue extended) to be widened 
to four lanes to alleviate traffic 
congestion. For this project, 
wetland impact to about 40,000 
square feet of land was recog- 
nized and mitigation proposed. 
However, not considered was 
the eventual need to improve 
Sunnyside Avenue from the new 





circle came calling. In the tried 
and true progression, he served 
first on the Nominations and 
Elections Committee, then the 
Audit Committee, and finally the 
GHI board from 1969-1974. — He 
and his family moved from their 
three-bedroom frame home on 
Ridge Road to his currént Wood- 
land Way home, one of the four 
free-standing homes GHI built in 
the mid 1960s. There he and 
Helen raised their seven children, 
most of whom have since moved 

away from Greenbelt. 

Civic Action 
Development issues in the 
early 1970s galvanized White and 
many others into a whirlpool of 
civic action. He joined a citizens 
group called Save Our Commu- 
nity (SOC) which fought the pro- 
posed development of a three- 
school complex at the end of 
Northway, what is now the 
Northway ballfields. SOC main- 
tained that the narrow, residential 
Greenbelt streets could not sup- 
port the traffic from school buses 
and other vehicles that would 
travel every day to three schools 
in one location. 

“Many in the community 
were about to give up,’ White

facility to Edmonston Road (the 
segment is currently just two 
lanes wide), This road, whieh 
floods during heavy rain storms, 
crosses wetlands that are a part 
of the Beltsville Bottomland For- 
est, an area designated by the 
state as wetlands of Special State 
Concern. Instead of less than 
one acre of impact to wetlands, 
when considered in toto including 
future improvements needed for 
Sunnyside Road, the city esti- 
mates the impact to be as much 
as three-and-a-half acres, a figure 
that would require signifcantly 
greater mitigation than is now 
proposed.

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Council Reviews Rules 
Considers New Authority

At a February 2 worksession, 
members of the Greenbelt City 
Council expressed support for in- 
creasing to $1,000 the maximum 
fine for violating the city’s hand- 
bill ordinance, licensing residen- 
tial burglar alarm installers, and 
developing a program to reduce 
residential false alarms. In the 
longer term, councilmembers are 
interested in pursuing additional 
regulatory powers that they hope 
will lead to full planning and 
zoning authority in the future. 
The councilmembers also sup- 
ported an evaluation of city regu- 
lation of daycare facilities (both 
commercial and in-home). 
Handbill Fines 
The city has an anti-littering 
ordinance that prohibits distribu- 
tion of commercial handbills 
where homeowners have posted 
“no soliciting” signs. However, 
according to Director of Planning 
and Community Development 
Celia Craze, a few companies 
appear to consider the current 
maximum fine of $400 a reason- 
able cost relative to the value 
gained by the advertising. She 
recommended, and council 
agreed, that the maximum fine 
should be raised to $1,000. The 
city currently has the authority to 
do this, so it could happen fairly 
soon. 
Burglar Alarms 
Nonresidential false alarms 
have declined by 40 percent 
since the city began requiring 
nonresidential establishments to 
obtain a city license for their

burglar alarms. Residential false 
alarms, however, have not de- 
creased: they now account for 35 
to 40 percent of false alarms re- 
ceived by the city, according to 
Craze. 

She identified two options for 
reducing residential false alarms: 
licensing installers and imple- 
menting a city program to work 
with residents with repeated false 
alarms. She estimated that such 
a program could reduce residen- 
tial false alarms by 50 percent. 
She recommended that such a 
system not be fine-based and 
should not penalize homeowners 
for innocent errors. However, 
homeowners must correct me- 
chanical problems that cause 
false alarms, she - said. 
Councilmember Edward Putens, 
who has consistently opposed 
any enforcement aimed at resi- 
dential false alarms, continued 
his opposition at this meeting. 
He argued that homeowners 
should not bear the burden for 
installer errors. However, 
Councilmembers Rodney Roberts 
and Alan Turnbull countered that 
homeowners have the ultimate 
responsibility for ensuring that 
their systems work properly. 

Mayor Judith Davis suggested 
Starting with a voluntary pro- 
gram and, if that doesn’t ad- 
equately reduce the number of 
false alarms, “We may need to 
try the stick instead of the car- 
rot.” Most councilmembers also 
appeared to support the licensing 
of alarm installers.

Improved Water Quality

Greenbelt Lake is a precious 
part of our community’s identity, 
but keeping it in top condition re- 
quires constant vigilance and ef- 
forts by the city government. 
The city has been taking a com- 
prehensive approach to managing 
the water quality of Greenbelt 
Lake for years, and both past and 
future projects reflect a broad ap- 
proach including physical im- 
provements, public education, 
community involvement, beautifi- 
cation, testing, and monitoring. 

At present several projects are 
about to be undertaken in and 
around the lake, using state fund- 
ing to improve the water quality. 
The state funds come from the 
Maryland Department of the En- 
vironment, and are part of the 
Small Creeks and Estuaries Res- 
toration Program. The City of 


Greenbelt has received $100,000 


as a matching grant, and will be 
providing mostly in-kind services 
such as labor and materials to 
make up its part of the match. 
Storm Water Runoff 

The overall goal of the three 
projects that are to be undertaken 
is to manage storm water runoff 
as a means of protecting the 


city’s local and regional water- 
ways. Greenbelt Lake is part of 
the larger Patuxent Watershed, 
and ultimately water from this 
source will enter the Chesapeake 
Bay. “By tackling pollution at 
the local level, we are really ben- 
efitting the Bay,” said Terri 
Hruby, Community Planner for 
the City of Greenbelt. 

Storm water runoff consists 
mostly of rainwater and may 
Carry pesticides, substances used 
by people washing their cars, and 
other materials. These pollutants, 
when uncontrolled, flow into the 
lake, where they jeopardize water 
quality by lowering oxygen lev- 
els, impacting on the habitat for 
vegetation, fish, and other wild- 
life. The ecosystem of the lake 
consists of an interactive commu- 
nity of animals, plants, and mi- 
croorganisms, and the physical 
and chemical environment in 
which they live. . 

In Greenbelt, a major cleaning 
area for runoff water is the “fore- 
bay” near the peninsula in 
Greenbelt Lake. This serves as a 
filtering device for pollutants be- 
fore they reach the lake. It traps 
and stores sediment and must be

Agenda 

In the morning, the topic 
will be policy governance, how 
to develop a system of leader- 
ship, which clearly defines the 
role of a board and clarifies the 
authority delegated to the 
organization’s general manager. 
This system covers four catego- 
ries of policy developed by 
boards to guide managers about 
what should be accomplished 
and what should be avoided. 

In the afternoon, training will 
be provided in several other ar- 
eas including fiscal accountabil- 
ity, the financial responsibilities 
of a board and guidelines to ac- 
complish those requirements. 
There will be training in under- 
standing and analyzing financial 
statements to assist attendees in 
learning how to read and under- 
stand cooperative financial state- 
ments and how to use them to 
monitor a co-op’s performance. 
Training exercises will help 
people of all skill levels increase 
their understanding and ability 
to analyze financial statements. 

Another afternoon topic will 
be understanding and carrying 
out the roles and responsibili- 
ties of boards of directors and 
tools for providing effective 
leadership, as well as legal du- 
ties and how to protect oneself 
in this role, | 

This day-long training will 
enhance and sharpen skills of 
long-term and new board mem- 
bers and those who may be in- 
terested if future board service. 
In addition to building skills 
there will also be opportunities 
to meet and work with directors 
from other area cooperatives. 

The workshop is sponsored 
by the Greenbelt Co-op Super- 
market/Pharmacy and other co- 
operative stores in the Mid-At- 
lantic Cooperative Alliance. The 
program’s presenter will be 
Marilyn Scholl, of Cooperative 
Development Services, who has 
worked with food cooperatives 
for over 20 years as a general 
manager, consultany and educa- 
tor.

Be a Heartsaver! 


The theme for American Heart 
Month 2000 is Be an American 
Heartsaver! Know the warning 
signs of heart attack. Call 911. 
Give CPR. Americans are urged 
to take the following steps in a 
cardiac arrest emergency: 

1. Know the warning signs of 
a heart attack and cardiac arrest 
in order to recognize a medical 
emergency when it occurs. 

2. Upon recognizing any heart 
attack or cardiac arrest symptoms, 
call 911 immediately to access 
the emergency medical system. 
Too many people go through de- 
nial and, as a result, wait too 
long before seeking medical at- 
tention. The warning signs of a 
heart attack are uncomfortable 
pressure, fullness, squeezing or 
pain in the center of the chest 
lasting more than a few minutes; 
pain spreading to the shoulders, 
neck or arms; chest discomfort 
with lightheartedness, fainting, 
sweating, nausea or shortness of 
breath. Symptoms of cardiac ar- 
rest are different: the person col- 
lapses and loses consciousness, he 


-or she stops normal breathing and 


loses pulse and blood pressure. 

3. Give cardiopulmonary re- 
suscitation (CPR) because it can 
help keep the cardiac arrest vic- 
tim alive until emergency help 
arrives. CPR is important be- 
cause it maintains vital blood 
flow to the heart and brain. 

“Since 70 to 80 percent of all 
cardiac arrest emergencies occur 
in the home, knowing CPR can 
help you save the life of a loved 
one,” said Dr. Robert R. Bass, 
executive director of the Mary- 
land Institute for Emergency 
Medical Service Systems.

asserts. “We (SOC) were not 
part of the establishment. We 
carried the torch. We ham- 
mered away at the board of 
education.” Joined by GHI and 
the city, SOC sued the board of 
education which finally capitu- 
lated to the wishes of the citi- 
zens. Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School was built instead along 
Greenbelt Road. The elementary 
and middle schools were never 
constructed. 

A second major issue con- 
cerned development of the 
Greenbriar condominium com- 
plex on Hanover Parkway. A 
sewer moratorium was in effect 
at the time. Developer Alan 
Kay proposed building a pack- 
aged sewage treatment plant to 
circumvent the law, SOC con- 
tended. White savors his 
memories of that battle. “I 
had the time of my life!” he 
exclaims. 

He was attending city coun- 
cil and civic association meet- 
ings regularly, writing countless 
letters to the editor of the News 
Review, and traveling around 
the county and speaking out 
against the sewage treatment 
plant whenever and wherever 
possible. The plant was built, 
but with added safeguards, and, 
he feels; developer concessions 
that resulted in lower densities 
and greater quality. (The plant 
was eliminated when the mora- 
torium was lifted). 

Maverick 

White established his reputa- 
tion as a maverick. What 
might be termed arrogance by 
some, he views as “my fierce 
independence. I.don’t go in 
league with people very well,” 
_ he admits. 
there are not many torchbearers 
now living in the*city. “Where 
are the keepers of the flame to- 
day?” he asks. “Greenbelt sur- 
vives today because of a special 
Greenbelt culture” which he 
characterizes as knock-down, 
drag-out fights. “Have we be- 
come too complacent?,” he 
wonders. “Does the city do ev- 
erything we want? Even cam- 
paigns have gotten more se- 
date,” he reflects. 

Since being elected to the 
city council, White has partici- 
pated in many debates. Look- 
ing back, he views the con- 
Struction of the Gladys 
Spellman Overpass issue as one 
of his chief accomplishments. 
Following the death of a young 
Greenbelt student while cross- 
ing the Baltimore Washington 
Parkway, many citizens called 
for construction of a pedestrian 
Overpass. linking historic 
Greenbelt with Greenbelt East. 
Many ‘others were opposed, 
however, fearing that “undesir- 
ables” would also use the over- 
pass. The pedestrian overpass 
was built and White believes 
that the benefits of providing 
safe access for students walking 
from the school to their homes 
Or activities within the core city 
is a huge benefit to the commu- 
nity. 

Another important issue oc- 
curred in 1985. This was the 
$6 million bond referendum 
‘which, as White says, had 
something for everyone. Funds 
were earmarked for a new po- 
lice station, parkland acquisition 
and a new indoor swimming 
pool. As cost estimates grew, 
citizens feared that their pet 
project would not be funded. 
The police station was safe. In 
tense city council meetings, tree 


And he worries that, 


. huggers suddénly eyed the 


swimmers with suspicion. 
White says he always felt 
that the city could build both an 


indoor aquatic center and ac-. 


quire parkland. He is pleased 
with his role in steering the 
council to a strategy which 
would accomplish all the goals 
promised in the bond referen- 
dum. 

Praises Others 

Over the years White has 
worked with many citizens 
whom he has grown to respect 
and whom he credits with great 
service to the community. 
Among the most effective, he 
feels, is former mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld, who served for 20 
years on the city council. 
White notes that Weidenfeld 
was mayor during the turbulent 
development years in the 1970s 
and’ 1980s. 

“I didn’t always agree with 
Gil,” he admits, “but I thought 
he was good leader. Where we 
did agree, we were able to keep 
densities down and hold devel- 
opers to their commitments. 
Gil led a lot of those discus- 
sions.” 

White also praises former 
mayor Richard Castaldi. 
“Greenbelt benefited from 
Richard’s experience with the 
county (Castaldi headed the 
county’s zoning and permits di- 
vision for many years) and he 
continued to have impact on the 
city while he was on the county 
council.” On environmental is- 
sues, White singles out fellow 
council member Rodney Rob- 
erts, whom he says “really com- 
municates a basic Greenbelt 
concern. He’s helped win some 
important battles,” White con- 
tends. 

Among the civic activists 


White admires most is Rhea | 


Cohen, who led the Save Our 
Community fight with the 
Board of Education and with 
developer Alan Kay over the 
Greenbriar sewage treatment 
plant»-Cohen spoke and actéd 
with intense passion and energy 
which few have matched over 
the years, White believes. 
Tamer Issues? 

If the issues seem tamer 

since the 1980s, some still 


cause a fair amount of adrenalin: 


to flow. The issue of renovat- 
ing the former Greenbelt Center 
Elementary School versus build- 
ing a new school on the former 
North End School site pitted 
White against the majority of 
his fellow councilmembers. As 
the council and citizens battled, 
pro and con ads filled the pages 
of the News Review. Teachers 
petitioned for a new school. 
The city council called for a 
referendum. When the votes 
were tallied, White was on the 
losing side. 

The Board of Education 
swapped with the city the Cen- 
ter School for the north end 
property. North End School 
was torn down and the new 
Greenbelt Elementary School 
was built. The city renovated 
the historic old school building 
into the Community Center. 

True to his beliefs, White 
emphasizes, “There was nothing 
wrong with my vision.” Still, 
he says, “I surprised some 
people who expected me to 
never give up” by supporting 
the renovation of the former 
school into a Community Cen- 
ter. “I am a different Tom 
White (than the person he had 
been 10 or 15 years earlier). 

Everyone grows,” he smiles 
coyly. “We did a better job 
with the renovation than the

Challenges Ahead 

White lists many challenges 
ahead for the city. Chief 
among them is what will hap- 
pen at the Metro site. Another 
is the need for a new Depart- 
ment of Public Works facility. 

White is pleased that people 
have become more conscious 


of the city’s history, which he 


believes occurred following 
Greenbelt’s 50th anniversary 
celebration in 1987. Citizens 
came to appreciate more their 
heritage as an historic planned 
community, he says. 
“Greenbelt is therapy,”

Daycare Regulation 

Putens raised the issue of 
daycare facilities. When there 
are multiple in-home daycare 
operators in a small area, such 
as a cul-de-sac, it causes prob- 
lems for neighbors, he said, in- 
cluding noise, trash and parking 
problems. 

Although the city cannot 
now regulate daycare facilities, 
Craze said that the county has 
the authority to delegate this 
power to the city. Roberts 
asked why the city couldn’t re- 
quire day care operators to ob- 
tain a city license, in addition 
to their county license, similar 
to how the city licenses non- 
residential burglar alarms. 
Craze thought that the city 
probably could do this. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White asked if the city could 
regulate daycare providers who 
do not care for enough children 
to require a county license. 
Since such a policy would be 
stricter than county require- 
ments, Craze thought that it 
might be possible. 

Roberts felt that small estab- 
lishments were causing most of 
the problems. However, Davis 
was leery about regulating 
small in-home arrangements. 
She was concerned that in some 
cases, “you get to where you're 
looking into people’s bedrooms, 
almost” to figure out whether a 
given daycare arrangement is 
covered by the regulations. 
(What children are related, who 
is just visiting, etc.) Neigh- 
bors just see. the total number 
of children entering the unit. 

Roberts said that the city 
should not require a license that 
would inhibit pédple from: of- 
fering daycare in their fomes. 
However, if people do offer day 
care, he said, the city should 
make sure the home is safe and 
that the operation does not 
cause problems for neighbors. 

New Powers 

What the city really wants is 
full planning and zoning author- 
ity. However, attempts to ob- 
tain such authority through state 
legislation have been unsuccess- 
ful. Part of the evening’s dis- 
cussion focused on how the city 
could increase its planning and 
zoning powers to, in Putens’ 
words, “obtain more self-deter- 
mination.” City Solicitor Rob- 
ert Manzi noted that an incre- 
mental approach would allow 
the city to build a track record 
that might give state legislators 
more confidence that the city 
could wield such powers re- 
sponsibly. 

Several citiej in Maryland, 
such as Laurel and Rockville, 
already have this authority. 
However, Manzi pointed out 
that the state legislature has not 
bestowed such authority on any 
additional cities since the 1960s. 

Site Plan Approval 

Both Craze and Manzi 
thought that site plan approval 
may be the most logical power 
for the city to pursue next from 
the state legislature. Craze 
noted that the idea could be 
presented to the legislature as 
something that would not have 
“catastrophic impact” if not 
successful. Both new develoap- 
ment and any changes to the 
footprint or parking of an exist- 
ing facility require site plan ap- 
proval (currently handled by the 
county Planning Board).. Manzi 
noted that the city has done site 
plan review under certain prop- 


erty covenants and has not 
turned anything down. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin noted that Takoma 
Park is seeking site plan ap- 
proval authority during this leg- 
islative session. He recom- 
mended waiting, and if Takoma 
Park is successful, seeking 
similar authority. The council- 


‘ members agreed. 


Historic District 

Craze identified historic dis- 
trict regulation as another logi- 
cal power for the city to seek. 
The Advisory Planning Board is 
currently reviewing the city’s 
historic: district study. One 
concern she has with seeking 
historic district status is that the 
county has indicated that the 
city could not later dissolve a 
district if it became dissatisfied 
with it, once implemented. 

Craze was also concerned 
that a county-regulated historic 
district would entangle the city 
deeper in county planning and 
zoning regulations, at the same 
time it is trying to obtain inde- 
pendent authority. | 

Turnbull questioned, how- 
ever, why Greenbelt would 
want to duplicate, for just one 
district, the infrastructure that 
the county already has. He 
also felt that there would be 
benefits to having outside par- 
ties involved. In addition, a 
city-run historic district may 
not give the same protection 
from “things the county might 
do” as a county-run district. 

White disagreed, noting that 
“the county has visited an awful 
lot of grief” on Greenbelt. 
Davis argued that no one is bet- 
ter able than Greenbelt to appre- 
ctate thé city’s historic value. 

Higher Powers 
Craze and Manzi agreed that 


subdivision and wtedrare public" 


facility approval, which would 
have to be authorized by the 
state legislature, was the power 
the city was least likely to win 
and did not-recommend pursu- 
ing it at this. time. 

Zoning enforcement, on the 
other hand, may be. doable. 
(Such enforcement refers to the 
responsibility for policing any 
violation of the county zoning 
laws and regulations.) This 
could be done by means of a 
written agreement with the

county. College Park is cur- 
réntly pursuing this authority, 
but does not wish to work 
jointly with Greenbelt at this 
time. However, McLaughlin 
was confident that it would be 
relatively easy for Greenbelt to 
obtain the same powers if Col- 
lege Park were successful. 

Building Code Authority 

The city already has the 
power to enforce building 
codes for existing structures. 
The county, if it wished, could 
delegate the authority to the 
city to enforce building codes 
for new construction. However, 
to carry out this responsibility, 
Greenbelt would have to create 
its own building code depart- 
ment, Craze noted, which 
would require a great invest- 
ment of city resources. 

One of her objectives for the 
year, she said, is to more fully 
evaluate what would be re- 
quired for the city to take on 
this responsibility. Building 
code authority carries with it 
the ability to oversee construc- 
tion quality, to monitor and shut 
down a job. She called this “a 
tremendous authority and a tre- 
mendous responsibility.” 

Putens said, “I don’t have 
any hesitation, none,” about 
taking on building code en- 
forcement. Davis countered “I 
would, if we have to have an 
increase of 10 people.” But, 
she noted, if the city is going 


* to assume this responsibility, it 


would have to do so fairly 
soon, in order to have any in- 
fluence over the development 
around the Metro station.

Area parents can begin sharp 
ening their pencils and collecting 
their notebooks because they are 
going back to school. Well, sort 
of. Greenbelt CARES is sponsor- 
ing free workshops to address the 
issues related to the challenges of 
parenting including peer pressure, 
conflict resolution, and effective 
communication. 

Adult students need to report 
to the Springhill Lake Elementary 
School on Wednesday, February 
23 at 6 p.m or Saturday, February 
26 at 9:30 a.m. for an hour and a 
half. No need to bring your 
lunch box or leave your favorite 
subjects behind. CARES will 
provide free meals and 
babysitting. Pupils-to-be can call 
301-345-6660 to reserve a place 
in class or just drop in on the ses- 
sions that will go on through 
June. 

“We certainly see a need for 
the support of parents and the 
need to do a really good job as a 
parent,” said Greenbelt CARES

doctoral candidate in psychology 
at Ohio State University and is 
currently interning at Johns 
Hopkins University and the Veter- 
ans Administration Medical Center 
in Baltimore.

“T’ll be helping them. help 
themselves,” said Perrault, who 
has led workshops on disturbed 
adolescents.

The parenting workshop is 
funded by a $40,075 grant from 
the US. Department of Health 
and Human Services awarded to 
CARES in January, = said 
Léventhal. .Dollars from the 
grant, known as the Temporary 
Assistance to Needy Families, 
also will go to train teenagers at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
in anger management and to con- 
duct group discussions at 
Greenbelt Elementary School in 
late February.

Police Officer’s Civil Rights Case Closed WW Il Toys Needed

The U. S. Department of Justice 
has informed the City of Greenbelt 
that it has closed a civil rights case 
against Pfc. John Rogers, a 12-year 
veteran of the city police force, and 
no further action will be taken. The 
case stemmed from an incident in- 
volving a WRC-TV (Channel 4) 
news crew on June 15, 1998, while 
they were filming an overflow 
crowd of angry people attending a 
Greenbelt Middle School promotion 
ceremony at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. 

The crowd of approximately 
1200 exceeded the auditorium’s ca- 
pacity of 850, necessitating the re- 
moval of people from aisles and 
Stairways. The news crew was 
asked repeatedly to leave the build- 
ing by Greenbelt police and county 
Sheriffs, but cameraman James 
Kizer did not comply, according to 
Greenbelt Police Chief James Craze. 
When Rogers attempted to remove 
him, Kizer fell to the ground. 

Kizer later brought a charge of 
second-degree assault against 
Rogers in Prince George’s County 
Circuit Court, which acquitted him 
on September 2, 1999. Rogers had 
been assigned to administrative duty 
when the criminal charges were 
filed, but he was placed back on 
full duty following the verdict. 

Civil Rights Suit 

Kizer subsequently brought a 
criminal complaint to the Civil 
Rights Division of the Department

-of Justice, alleging that Rogers 
was “involved in a criminal depri- 
vation of [Kizer’s] federal civil 
rights.” It is this complaint that 
has now been terminated. In a 
memo dated January 4, 2000, the 
Justice Department informed the 
city: “After a careful review of the 
investigative reports, we concluded 
that this matter should be closed. 
Accordingly, based upon the infor- 
mation currently available to us, 
this Department has no intention 
of taking any further action in this 
criminal investigation.” 

One Suit Remains 

One final piece of fallout still 
remains from the June 15 incident. 
Kizer has also filed a $3.4 million 
lawsuit against Rogers and Police 
Chief James R. Craze as a result 
of the injury he suffered during his 
fall. This civil case is still pend- 
ing. “These cases can take three 
years to wend their way through 
the courts,’ said Craze. “We're 
about two-thirds through the pro- 
cess.” No court date has as yet 
been set.

kept in a functional condition. 
This is critical to maintaining the 
water quality of Greenbelt Lake. 
Every seven to 10 years the fore- 
bay must be cleaned by dredging 
out the accumulated sediments, 
which will then be hauled away. 
This forebay dredging is one of 
the three improvement projects 
slated to begin soon. 
Erosion Control 

The other two projects involve 
control of erosion caused by run- 
off. One area where erosion has 
been severe is at the culvert ad- 
jacent to St. Hugh’s School. This 
problem will be alleviated by the 
construction of a series of stone 
step-pools from the mouth of the 
culvert downstream for approxi- 
mately 50 to 60 feet. These 
pools will stabilize the banks and 
slow the runoff. The banks of 
the stream will be further pro- 
tected by planting of vegetation 
to hold the soil in place. 

The second of the two up- 
stream projects consists of stream 
bank stabilization at the Lake- 

wood Stream Valley outfall. This 
is located in the woods adjacent 
to Hillside Road near the inter- 
section of Laurel Hill, in an area 
that is rather well hidden from 
public view. Here the uncon- 


~ trolled flow of storm water runoff 


has caused severe erosion, and 
the runoff now makes an uncon- 
trolled five foot drop, which fur- 
ther accelerates the deterioration 
in that area.. A step-down chan- 
nel will be constructed to handle 
the flow and velocity of the wa- 
ter. Stabilization of the stream 
bank by plantings will also im- 
prove the situation. 

Hruby commented, “The city 
is being proactive in terms of try- 
ing to identify problem areas and 
improve them before further dete- 
rioration takes place.”

this to be “unusual” and a sig- 
nificant accomplishment the city 
achieved by filing the lawsuit. 
USDA has told the court that it 
will issue a new NEPA determi- 


nation by July | of this year and 


provide the court with a status 
report by June I. 

The city has written USDA, 
Liebesman said, to urge the gov- 
ernment to not just do a quick 
environmental assessment. The 
city wants a full Environmental 
Impact Study (EIS) done that 
considers all improvements re- 
lated to the headquarters facility 
project. It is concerned that 
USDA, instead, will do an envi- 
ronmental assessment in order to 
strengthen its position in the 
court case and circumvent an- 
other EIS. The city believes that 
only a full EIS will result in a 
comprehensive assessment of the 
cumulative impact of the project 
on the environment. Further, the 
city wants the EIS to be subject 
to public comment and a new 
public hearing. “Redo the permit 
and redo it right,” Davis advo- 
cated.
